Roosevelt’s Address on Power 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(AP)— 
The following is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's address today at 
the third world power conference: 

I desire to add my personal greet- 
ing to the official greeting which it 
has been the pleasure of the govern- 
ment of the United States to extend 
to you. 

The United States considers it an 
honor and a privilege to be the host 
of the third world power conference 
and of the second congress of the 

international commission on large 
dams. 

The world power conference and 
its associated international commis- 
sion are notable institutions. 

It is one of the achievements of 
our generation that business men, 
engineers, lawyers, social workers and | 
other peoplé@ of affairs, should meet | 
in international assemblies not mere- | 

ly for promotion of the abstract | 
sciences and techniques in which they | 
may respectively be interested, but | 
for exploration of the application of | 
these to national welfare and better- 
ment of the conditions of human life. 
There are very special reasons why) 
we in the United States prize the 
opportunity to provide the forum for | 
discussion of the problems which are | 
being presented to your conference. | 
POPULATION IN U.S. 
HAS SHOWN INCREASE. 

We are relatively a young nation, | 
facing now the problems of matured 
national life. Many among you rep- 
resent nations of longer experience. 

We have a strong conviction that 
any success we may have in organ- 
izing the household of this nation 
now come of age, will depend in 
Jarge measure on the degree to which 
and the manner in which we 


} 


have been given us in great abund- 
ance. We shall therefore study the 
records of your proceedings 
painstaking care. 

For a century population 
United States has increased, both 
naturally and by immigration, at an | 
exceptional rate; but recently there 
has set in a decline in the rate of | 
increase. 


Experts in vital statistics now cal- | 
culate that we shall have reached a. 


point of stationary population within | 
approximately the next 25 years. 


75 PER CENT OF PEOPLE 
LIVE IN CITIES, VILLAGES. 

For two centuries the dramatic | 
aspect of national growth was terri- | 
torial expansion—successive waves 
from the Atlantic to the Alleghany 
mountains, to the Mississippi valley, | 
to the prairies, to the Rocky moun- 
tains, to the Pacific coast. The ad- | 
dition of improved lands has come 
to a stop: in fact, in many parts we 
have overdone it and must restore 
some of them to more natural con- | 
ditions. | 

With these have appeared other | 
evidences of maturity. For a period | 
following the establishment of the | 
union about 85 per cent. of our peo- 
ple lived on farms. Today nearly 
75 per cent live in cities and vil- 
lages. During our earlier years the | 
proportion of young people in the | 
population increased much more rap- | 
idly than the proportion of old peo- 
ple. Today for various reasons, the | 
proportion of old is increasing more. 
rapidly than the proportion of young | 
people. 

ECONOMIC SECURITY 
CAUSES CONCERN IN U. S. 

With such changes have come also 
changes in social habits and in points 
of view. 

Under conditions of maturity of a 
nation there is, justifiably, an in- 
creasing concern on the part of near- 
ly every citizen for his economic &e- | 
curity. In the earlier days of our) 
nation’s youth there was no such | 
dominating concern. As a people we | 
could then be happy-go-lucky—a | 
characteristic of youth. 

National security requires that we | 
have new points of view, and that | 
we do some things in different ways. | 

This matter of economic security, | 
I take it, is not to be achieved alone | 
by aiming for restriction of national | 
income—real national income—bu 
by aiming for more abundant and | 
more widely distributed national in- | 
come. <A satisfying standard of liv- | 
ing and security, for a national | 
household of nearly 180 million peo- | 
ple, is to be realized only by high | 
productivity, broadly and equitably | 
distributed, and wisely proportioned | 
with respect to its drain on natural | 
resources and to the variety of hu-| 
man wants it is destined to satisfy. 
SCIENTIFIC GENIUS 
DESTROYING 1 WORLD. 

It is for such reasons that your 
deliberations are of significance to 
us, and will be followed with minute 
attention. Your scientific and en- | 
gineering genius is destroying one 
world—the world of relative scarcity 
—but has it yet undertaken to create 
the new world of abundance which is | 
potential in your community and over | 
natural energies? Is creation of 
greater abundance dependent on 
further scientific and engineering 
achievements so much as on suitably | 
organizing and utilizing the engineer- | 
ing already incorporated into your | 
technique ? 

These two questions, more simply | 
stated, resolve themselves into this: 
Are you and I paying enough atten- | 
tion to “human engineering?” | 

There are many aspects of the) 
problem. For example, it is pos-' 
sible to conceive that the conversion 
and application of energy, in the com- | 
ing generation, will be so directed | 
that half of the population can pro- | 
vide the basic machine-made products 
necessary for the welfare of the 
whole of the population. We can 
conceive that this would mean that 
the people between 20 and 50 years 
of age will be able to produce the} 
hasic commodities for themselves anid | 
also for all others below and above 
those ages. 
RESOURCE CONSERVATION 


AMONG FUNDAMENTALS. | 


Jf that condition should arise, it | 
is the duty of you who would be so 
greatly responsible for it to think 
what would be the effect on our| 
leisure, our culture and our way of | 
life.

HEADLINES WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Hitler demands a colonial 

African empire from Britain and France in a bristling 
military speech at Nuremberg—Soviets stage troop maneuvers on white 
Russian frontier—France announces an umpteen million franc plan for 
military expansion over the next four years—Hull bluntly warns of war 
in speech to power congress— 

These are the flashy developments within the span of two recent 
days. If they do not add up to a war Just around the next corner, then 
a lot of people must be fooling. 

The answer is: Ballyhoo. 

Hitler was bragging to the annual Nazi party rally that he had accom- 
plished all his objectives. He had been 100 per cent successful. A leader 
in Hitler’s shoes without a purpose must either arrange for a pair of 
slippers or another purpose. The colonial empire demand will save him 
from going to the shoe store. 

However, he will wear through many another pair before he gets 
any worth-while colonies out of France and Britain. They will stall him 
off with suggestions that he offer disarmament in return. The negotia- 
tions will drag on interminably. There will be no war about that. Both 
sides understand the game. . 


CHEST MANEUVERS ‘Soviet troop maneuvers were likewise timed 


for the Nazi political convention, and for 
domestic political effect. It showed the Red peasant how alert his gov- 
ernment is to the Nazi and other menaces, after having just survived a 
supposed Trotsky revolution. If Hitler can beat his chest without cough- 
ing, so can the Russians. 


REPLENISHMENT The French have secret budgets for their mili- 

tary expendtiures. They announce what they 
choose. If it happens to be inaccurate, the world never knows the 
difference. This time, the French announcement neglected to say what 
they intended to use the new army appropriation for, purposely leaving 
the impression that a vast expansion of the army was planned. 

The fact is her airplanes are obsoléte. She was the first nation to 
have an efficient air force. She had over 3,000 planes the first of this 
year, But remarkable strides have been made in aviation lately, She will 
use most of her new francs to keep up with the Germans. 

No war will come of that. 


WARNING There is no reason to believe Mr. Hull had any private 

information leading him to suspect war is nearer than 
the public generally suspects. He did not profess to have any. If he 
has, he is keeping something from most of his advisers. His speech

There is also a fair 
chance that the international disarmament movement will be revived be- 
fore then and some agreement reached which will delay war even fur- 
ther. Most of the nations are getting what they want, and will have to 
ease up on expenditures or fight.

Of course if some one dropped you 
on the floor and injured your head 
when you were a baby you can’t help 
it now, but you can at least try to 
behave intelligently when you visit 
the doctor. On the way to his office 
you might think over your complaint, 
get it in hand and be ready to tell 
him what it is when he asks you. 

I don’t mean to suggest that you 
Spring a snappy answer. Doctors 
nowadays do not lay themselves open 
to that. They do not ask you what 
your trouble is or what seems to be 
the matter with you today. They ask 
you what you complain of. You had 
better expect that, so you won't get 
rattled and flounder about and mutter 
that you’re sure you don’t know. That 
IS exasperating to an earnest, busy 
physician. 

Whatever your complaint nay be— 
don’t deny that you have a chief com- 
plaint, the thing that causes you to 
seek medical advice—you surely know 
whether it has just developed this 
morning or whether you have noticed 
it for two or three weeks or for the 
past six years. Make up your mind 
about the duration of the trouble and 
don’t try to fend @ff the doctor's que- 
ries by answering that it has been 
bothering you for quite a while. 

And for heaven’s sake forget the 
remedies or treatments you lave al- 
ready tried and the imposing sums you 
have squandered on them. Forget also 
the patent incompetence of the other 
doctors you have already consulted. If 
your present doctor is any good at all 
he won't care and he won't listen to 
such remarks, Confine your chatter to 
your present complaint and try to 
answer any questions intelligently. 
Then hold your breath, or breathe in or 
breathe out or «.y ab or ninety-nine 
as the doctor may request. 

If you are serious about it, go pre 
| pared to strip for examination. If you 
are a woman, and the doctor /as no 
nurse in his office, take along a rela- 
tive or friend. 

Leave at home your own notions 
as to the nature or proper manage- 
ment of your trouble. Tell the doctor 
your symptoms, not what you think 
they signify. It is his job to interpret 
symptoms or signs he elicits by exam- 
ination. However, if you feel on an 
even footing with the doctor or if you 
think you know as much as he does 
about your particular’ trouble. you 
having had so much experience with it, 
better save the fee. Wait till you find
